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Tbc Fastest r«Rgn>le Trotter. 

How fast will the fastest possible trot- 
ter go? W hat is the highest sj)eed that 
can ever be attained b}' the American 
trotting horse for a distance of one 
mile? 

These are questions which well known 
scientific men, I*rof. William H. Brewer, 
of Connecticut, and Mi*. Francis K. Ni- 
j)hcr, of Missoun, have lately endeav- 
ored to answer in three papers contril>- 
uted »o the Amcri^ayi Journal of Science. 
The first of these articles, bv Prof. 
Brcv.Tr, appeared in April. The con- 
tributions of Mr. Nipher are published 
in the numbers for July and August. 

Prof. Brewer publishes a table show- 
ing the number of trotting horses which 
have attitined or surpassed various rates 
of speed ranging from 2:30 to 2:11 for a 
seines of years extending from 1843 to 
1882. From this table It appears that 
in 1843 there was only one horse that 
had trotted a mile in *2:30 or l>etter; in 
1853 the number had increased to 14; in 
1863 to 59; in 1873 to 376; in 1882 to 
1,684. The table also shows that up to 
1882, 495 horses had ti*ottod a mile in 
2:25 or better; 275 in 2:23 or better; 156 
in 2:2J or better; 60 in 2:19 or better; 
18 in S:17 or better, and 8 in 2:15 or 
better. “I leave it to mathematicians.” 
said Prof: Brewer in reference to the 
table, “to plot -the curves w'hich imme- 
diately suggest tlicmselves to determine 
how^ fast horses will ultimately trot and 
when this maximum will be reached.” 

Mr. Nipher has undertaken the task 
thus suggested. His first conclusion, as 
stated in the July number of the Ameri- 
can Journal of' Science, was that the 
maximum speed to which the American 
trotting horse will constantly approxi- 
mate, but never reach, is one mile in 92 
seconds, or 1:32. He also concludes 
that the time of the trotting horse will 
Ik? reduced to w ithin one second of this 
figure in 360 years after the year 1860; 
that is to say, in the year of our Lord 
2*220. Mr. Isdphcr does not claim abso- 
lute precision for his results, and sa^ s 
Itiat the maximum sj>eed may possibly 
be as great as 100 seconds. In the 
course of ten years, how'ever, he thinks 
the limit can be fiyd w ith accuracy, 
and he is quite clear that eventually the 
maximum speed of trotting and running 
liorses will difter only by a few seconds. 

In his last article Mr. Nipher states 
that ho has made a new* calculation by 
mathematical instead of graphical 
methods, and has thus obtained’91 sec- 
onds, instead of 93 seconds, as the most 
probable figures for the minimum time 
of trotting a mile. The probable error 
of this value, he sat s, is not over four 
seconds, and it is not likely that thenm- 
ninghor.se w*ill cut his record down by 
five seconds, so that it is probable the 
trotter w'ill finally surpass the running 
horse. 

If this prediction is verified, the inhab- 
itants of the United States in the tw enty- 
third centurj* w*ill have horses that can 
get over the ground by means of an arti- 
ficial gait faster than a natural gait. We 
believe all writers agi*ee that runnins: is 
natural to horses, while fast trotting is 
not. Mr. Nipher states, however, as a 
w*ell-know*n fact that some herds of w ild 
horses On the plains were natural 
pacers, so fast and steady that they 
nearly all preserved their j>acing gait 
evcnw*hen pursued by the best running 
horses, lie speaks of one large white 
Texan pacer that could never be caught.

\ Fascinated by Funerals, 

“Do you sec that nice-looking little old 
lady over by the .stained w'indow?” 
askc<l a fashionable undertaker of the 
reporter. “1 mean the quaint, re- 
spectable-looking little iiersonage, w kh 
the black satin dress and black crape 
shawl. 

The reporter saw her. 

“Well,” continued the undertaker, 
•with an appreciative .smile. “She's as 
fine a regular attendant as any estab- 
lishment in this city can proiluce. I 
send her an invitation to all my nice 
funerals, and I have .sometimes sent a 
carriage for her w hen I knew* mouraors 
xvould be scarce. She is never really 
happy unless she is at a funeral. She 
w*ou’t touch weddings, as most people 
W'ill, her sole amusement, so to .speak. 
Is a first-class funeral:” and the under- 
taker looked over to the old lady w'ith a 
tender professional interest. 

“I have some other nice jieope on my 
list, he w'ent on. “One of my most 
graceful mourners lives on Forty-eighth 
street, and seldom gets down this w*ay, 
but she hardly ever jiasses a day without 
a funeral, am( I never saw* her at one 
■^vhen she couldn’t shed tears with the 
iK'st of them. She's one <»f the heart- 
brokenest ladies I ever had for a ‘reg- 
ular.” Does she really feel badly? 
Well, I should savs he did, most decided- 
ly. She always has a wonl to .«av to 
the family, if she thinks they need com- 
fort inir, and is v(*rv careful to learn all 
the particulars. by. she can tt*ll me 
the details about .‘.ome of my ow n fu- 
nerals that I had forgotten veiii's ago. 
She's as good as a set of books. 

“Oh, no, there's nothing hysterical 
about those cases at all. I we got .^^omc 
men that do just the same thing. There 
is one now*. He's a curious customer. 
I sometimes lose sight of him for six 
months, and then all of a .sudden he'll 
turn up and not mi.ss' a funeral. Of 
coui*se, I couldn’t ask the women folks 
w'h}' they came, but I asked him one da}*. 
He .said he couldn’t describe exact Iv the 



kind of feeling it gave him, but he 
tliought it sort of quieted his mind and 
aoothed his feelings like. He made one 
remark about it that I never could quite 
get the hang of, though I dare say it had 
a certain meaning for him. He said, ‘I 
haven’t got any iriends at all myself, 
and so I like to go to funerals.’ A* lady 
volunteered almo.st th<; same kind of re- 
marks to me once after she had been to 
four or five of my best funerals. She 
said, it to make me feel kind of friendly, 
you know, and then they are kind to me; 
and, besides I feel afraid and solemn, 
and it always does me good.” 

“I think it would be unjust to call it 
mere curiosity that brings them here, 
though I have noticed that some of these 
]>eople watch every detail with the most 
intense curiosity. They seem fascinated 
by the presence of death, and their .sym- 

{ lathies are moved by the grief of the 
iving. You might think they w'ere vert* 
solemn people, but the contrary is the 
case. Some of them are remarkably 
cheerful, in fact. That little old lady is 
alwa}-s veiy pleasant and vivacious after 
the i*«*i*ci.;;>ny is i:vv*r. She always 
comes *dp a:uisliakc?s hamls with me, and 



is as agreeable a person as one would 
wish to meet. 

“There's an unusually lively and 
pleasant gentleman living in the* Ninth 
wacd w*ho oecasionally drops in at my 
funerals. He does not make it a point 
to go to them, but, as he says himself, • 
he can never get pa.st them. He told me 
he w*as obliged to go in; no matter how 
important his business might be, he 
would forget all about it as soon as he 
saw* the heai^e and carriages. The fii*st 
time I .saw him at a funeral I thought ho 
was certainly one of the nearest rela- 
tives. He is a very large, round-faced, 
l3enev*olent- looking gentleman, that 
W'ould be ob.served in anv crowd. On 
this occasion, after he had looked at tha 
decea.sed person for a few* moments, hs 
became greatly overcome with emotion, 
and some one led him to a chair. Each 
one of the mourners supposed, of course, 
that he was kno^vn to the others. Hs 
wept throughout the discourse, and aft.er 
it w'as over shook hands all around w'ith 
I the mourners, and showed a gooti deal 
[ of fervent and, I have no doubt, genuine 
svmpathy. I did not know until some 
time afterward that he w as a dummy— 
that’s the name we sometimes call thV'n 
by. This man is really as jollv a fello.v 
as you ever met, and *they sav he has 
been requested to leave theatres more 
than once, in case he would not subdue 
a particularly substantial laugh which 
he possesses. In fact, most of these 
people w ho love to go to funerals are 

f ood-hearted people. It is not true, as 
as sometimes been said, that thev are ! 
touched a little in the head. The fact 
seems to be that they are emotional and 
sympathetic, and are .strongly affectetl 
by any awe-inspirtng scene. Even young 
girls and boys have now* and then a 
fancy for funerals, though none of them 
can say why. Most of them say it makes 
them *feel better,’ but if vou ask w*here 
or how*, they cannot sav. Thev all 
watch everything as though in a sort of 
dream. 

“One of my best hearse drivers used, 
as a boy, to be a regular attendant at 
funerals. One d;iy he came around to 
my stable and asked if he might help us. 

I let him do so, and after a w'hile he used 
to take a hand regularly in keeping the 
hearse in order. When he got old 
enough to go to work his father had to 
bring him to me— he w ouldn't work any- 
where else. If you ask him w hy he likes 
this business. he' 11 tell you he don’t know'. 

A slim, middle-aged man here ad- 
dressed the undertaker, and was recived 
by that personage in a most friendly 
manner. The slim man suggesteil that 
there might be some w*ay he could be 
of use l>efore the .services w ere done. 

“Now*, there's a man,” said the un- 
dertaker, “w*ho is interested only in the 
mechanical part of the business. He 
goes to almost all my funea*als, but seems 
to feel no special .sorrow or sympathy. 
His w*hole mind is taken up w'ith the 
conduct of the funeral. To suit him, 
the busine.ss must be done w'ith the most 
solemn exactiuide. He said to me the 
other day that if he could oulyonce have 
complete charge of a large funeral he 
w*ould be happy for the rest of his life.

An Indian Jungle. 

A gioomy damp forest it w*as, with 
thick underwoo<l and high trees exclud- 
ing the sun's cheering and drying in- 
fluence; immense, apparently endless, 
rope-like rattans and creepers hung in 
festoons cvr}*w*here, long board-like sil- 
very gray lichen, and here and there 
brilliantlv colored and fantastically 
shaped orchids adorned the giant stems, 
the onlv bright color in the monotony 
of shades of green, except when a gor- 
geously colored parrakeet flashed jiast 
screeching, or a more sober tree do\ e 
flew startled from its hiding place. 
Sometimes w*e met a j)arty of laughing 
thrushes, chuckling to themselves as if 
over some very good joke, never <juiet 
for one moment, perpetually bustling 
about from branch to branch. They 
nearly alw*ays attend a large compan}* 
of jungle fowl, the ancestors of our do- 
mestic bird, under the leadership of 
that most magnificent potentate, the 
jungle eoc:k, w*ho struts about in his bril- 
liant })lumage. armed with his long 
spurs, and making the forest echo w*ith 
hLs defiant crow. Startled by our ap- 
proach, v, ith a crowing and a cackling, 
off they go, making for the nearest busli 
or tree, upon the branches of which 
they settle, but not before they have con- 
tributed their share to our larder. The 
young birds are very gootl eatinir; the 
old ones will only just do for soup of 
the thinnest nature. But we have also 
paid toll to the inhabitants of the fore.st 
— a toll collected in nothing le.sspreeious 
than in our ow n life-blood, inexorably 
exacted, in spite of all precaution and 
care. The curse of the damp forests — 
the leech — is the tax-gather, and, do 
w*hat one w*ill, there is no escaping him. 
Tmy little corkscrew*-like creatures wait 
for the traveler ever\ w*here, standing up 
erect, and twisting their attenuated 
head extremity about, constantly feeling 
about for something to fasten upon. 
Almost thread-like, half starved, and 
hideous, they dispute the pa.ssage 
through the jungle paths, and cling to 
any living thing that may pass. Noth- 
ing W'ill Keep them out with their needlo- 
like head; thev w*ork their wav through 
any .stocking, through the smallest open- 
ing in boot, gaiter, or garment, and 
very soon they are hard at work gorg- 
ing themselves until they drop from 
sheer repletion and weight, leaving, 
however, the w*ound still bleeding. The 
leeches are horrid creatures, and not 
only is the attack made from below*, but 
they find their w*ay dow*n the nape of 
one’s neck, brushetl from the leaves anil 
branches on the road. The native-, 
who generally go almut bare-legged, 
discover the bloodsucker before he has 
done much damage, but the Europeau, 
w*ith his more elaborate clothing, has tc 
wait patiently and suffer until he can 
remove it and w*reak his vengeance on 
these pests of the jungle. — The London 
Field.

tireat Loss in the Diamond Fields. 

The late unfavorable news from tha 
African diamond fields has lieen the 
(muse for quite an advance in diamonds 
both in Europe and American markets. 

Mr. H. B. Joseoh, one of the passen- 
gers by the Austrian bark. Lea, just ar- 
rived at New* York from Cai>e Towu, 
and who is a Cape commission dealer in 
diamonds, copper, wixil, etc., tells most 
distressing tales of the great suffering in 
Cape Colony. In part.s of the country, 

he savs, there- has been no rain for three 

• ' 

years, and the people are starving. The 
condition of aft'airs in Cape Town, at 
Kimoerly, Du Toits Pan (the diamond 
fields), the Leydenburg gold fields, the 
Orange Free State, and surrounding 
country is worse than it has been for 
yeai*s. What adds to the general distress 
consequent on the failure of the crops, 
is a distister at the great diamond mine 
jit Kimlwrly. 600 miles iqj from Cape 
Town and 400 miles from Natal. The 
mine is 380 feet deep and I J miles in 
circumference. The soft debris has 
f'lllen back into the mine in such quan- 
tities that it is estimated that eighteen 
months will be required for its removal. 

Upward of 4,000 tons fell within 
ewenty-four hours. The extent of the 
calamity can be judged by the fact that 
this celebrated mine has yielded $15,- 
000,000 in diamonds a year. The effect 
at Cape Tow n has been most disa.strous. 
The revenue has fallen off 50 per cent, 
and the mining shares have gone dow*n 
to 75 per cent. It is estimated, 
said Mr. Joseph, that it w'ill 
c?ost .$1,250,000 to clear the mine. The 
fall in the price of diamond shares has 
ended in a great tragedy. There are 
sixty-five diamond mining companies, 
w*ith a stibscribtHi capital of $35,000,000, 
and of these companies only fourteen 
are paying dividends. Most of these 
mines are within a radius of 150 miles, 
and at an avera 2 :e of 600 miles from 
Cape Town. The extent of the com- 
mercial convulsion is illustrated by the 
Great C’entral Diamond Company. It 
has a sub.st?ribed capital of $4,.50(),00<J, 
and paid taxes on .S4,200,CKX), Tw o years 
ago the shares were rated $1,800 each, 
but to-day they are worth only .$400. 
The Frerers’ Diamond Mining (.-ompany 
at De B«‘ers, a quarter of a mile from 
the Kimberly mine, with a subscribed 
capital of $6.50,000 — $.5(X) a share — has 
been sold out by the Sheriff' for $75,000 
for rates owed to the mining board. 
Mr. I^erm Wilegroot. a leading mer- 
chant, blew out his brains on account of 
all these troubles, and tw*o w*eeks after- 
w*ard Mr. K. S. Schouz, resident magis- 
trate, killed himself. Altogether, 
there have lx?en about ten suicides of 
leading men caused by the commercial 
depression. The most terrible stories 
of starvation come from the | 
copper region, especially from the 
neighborhood of the Manamaculand 
mines. Cap^ Segarich said that com- 
mercial circles in Cape Colony ai*e so 
greatly depressed that many of the 
colonists are returning to Europe, 
especially to England. He said he 
could have brought many more passen- 
e;*s if he had had room. 

If these reports prove true, there is no 
doubt but that the recent advance of 
from tw*enty-five to thirty per cent in 
diamonds will be followed by others, 
and those dealers w ho have bought be- 
fore the rise will be among the most 
fortunate of the trade. ~«/eo;e/er’a Jour- 
nal. 

A Verr Good Esrg Story. 

Last April jiarties from Paterson 
rented a building on Broad street in this 
citv. Thev began a manufacturing 
business, and evidently -did a lively 
trade. Barrels and boxes w*ere shipped 
daily to New* York. They employed a 
score or more of workmen, w*ho w*ei*e 
reticent when questioned about their 
work. I w ent into the place the other 
day to solicit an advertisement for the 
Sundaij Call. I found the proprietor 
an educated and refined gentleman. He 
invited me into his office, and I cjiies- 
tioned him about his business. 

“Well,’’ he replied, after a moment's 
hesitation, “I can’t .say that we wish to 
advertise, nor, in fact, to have our busi- 
ness know n; but as it will juobably all 
leak out before long. I may as well tell 
vou. We are making artificial eggs bv a 
process of my own, on w*hich I have but 
recently received my patents. Look in 
the other room. All the eggs you see 
there are matle in this place. Here is 
one. Let me break it open.” He broke 
it open, and show ed me what appeared 
to be the inside of a real egg. “Oh, it's 
a fact.” 

“Do you mean to say that you made 
that egg w*ithout the assistance of a 
hen?” Tasked. 

‘•Yes,” he replied, “and if you w*ish I 
w ill show* you something of our process. 
Come.” 

He led me through the room in w’hich 
there w*ere stored boxes upon boxes of 
eggs, and into another large, cool room 
in the rear. Evervthing w as clean and 
neat. Several strange-looking wooden 
machines, tot*allv unlike anvthing I had 
ever .seen, stood in different parts of the 
room. Si:c or seven men were o}>er- 
ating the machinen*, which moved 
noi.selessly and w*ith great rapidity. I 
followed my conductor to one end of the 
apartment w here there w*ere three large 
tanks or vats. One w as filled w it a yel- 
low compound, the second w'ith a 
starchy mixture, and the other w as cov- 
ered. Pointing to these the proprietor 
said; “Those contain the yolk mixture 
and the w hite of egg. We empty the 
vats every day, so you can judge of the 
extent of the business already. Let me 
show* you one of the machines. You see 
they arc divided into diff'erent boxes or 
Teeeptaclos. The first and .second are 
tiui yolk and w'hite. The next is w'hat 
w*e ienn the “skin’’ machine, and the 
last one is the sheller, w*ith drying trays. 
This process is the result of many years 
of experience and ex*i>ense. I first con- 
ceived the idea after making a chemical 
analysis of an egg. After a long time I 
succeed in making a good imitation of 
ioi egg. I then lured my attention to 
making the machinery, and the result 
you see for youi*self. Of course it would 
not be policy for me to explain all the 
mechanism, but 1 11 give vou an idea of 
the process. Into the first machine is I 
put the yolk mixture ” 

“What is that?’’ I asked. 

“Well, it’s a mixture of Indian mea-L 
corn starch, and several other ingredi- 
ents, It is jKiured into the opening in a 
thick, mushy state, and is formed by the 
machine into a ball and frozen. In this 
condition it passes into Die other box. 



where it is surrounded by the white, 
which is chemically the .same as the re*al 
egg. This is also frozen, and by a peculiar 
rotar}* motion of the machine an oval 
shape is imparted to it, and it pa.*ises into 
the next receptacle, w'here it receives the 
thin filmv skin. After this it has oiUy 
to go into the sheller, w'here it gets its 
last coat in the shape of a plaster of Paris 
shell, a trifle thicker than the genuine 
article. Then it goes out on -the drying 
trays, w'here the shell dries at once and 
the in.side thaws out gradually. It be- 
comes, to all appearances, a real 
egg.” 

“How many eggs can you turn out 
in a day?” 

“Well, as w *2 are running now, we 
turn out a thousand or so every hour.” 

“Many orders?" 

“Why, bless your soul, yes. We can- 
not fill one-lialf of om* orders. All we 
can make now* are taken by two New 
York w*holesale grocers alone. We 
charge $13 per thousand for them, and 
they retail at all prices, from tw*elve to 
thirty cents per do*/.eu. We sell only to 
the w holesale houses. 1 suppose jiienny 
of these eggs are eaten in New ark »is 
well as in other places. Col. Zulick. 
Billy Wright, Honest Andrew* Albright, 
Joe* Haines, Judge John.son, Judge 
Henry, and all New*ark's candidates for 
Governor, are living on them. They 
are perfectly harmless, and as substan- 
tial and w'hol(?somc as a real egg. The 
reason w*e made the machinery of wotxi 
is because w*e found that the presence of 
metal of anv kind spoiled the flavor 
and prevented the cooking of the eggs.” 

“Can they be boiled?” 

“Oh, yes;” and he called one of the 
men. “Here, Jim, boil this gentleman 
an egg.’’ 

““ I 

“Can they be detected?'' I inquired, 
while the bogus egg was being boiled. 

I “I hardly think that anybody w*ould 
be likely to observe any dift'erence un- 
less he happened to be w ell jiosted. as 
thev lt>ok and taste like the real thing. 
We can bv a little flavoring make them 
ta.ste like goose or duck eggs, of course 
altering the size. They will keep for 
years. That one you have just eaten 
was nearly a year old. They never 
s]K)il nor become rotten, and, being 
harder and thicker in their shells, they 
W'ill stand shipping lietter than real 
eggs. We calculate that in a few vears 
w*e W'ill run the hens of the country 
clean out of business, as oleomargarine 
has driven out butter. We have a cu- 
rious order to fill next year of a lot of 
difl'erent-colored Easter eggs. By an 
improvement in our machinery, we con- 
template turning them out hard boiled. 
Oh, it's a big thing, and capable, I sup- 
pose, of being brought to .still greater 
perfection. One of my employes here 
insists that, if I go to work at it, I can 
invent a machine w'hich w ill run the 
eggs into an incubator and hatch out 
spring chickens. Call in again when 
w*e have enlargeil our place, and maybe 
we wrill have more to show* you. (»oo<l 
moraing. — Newark, N. J. cor. N. Y. 
Sun.

This is the latest thing out in the w*ay 
of adulteration of fo<Ki from tallow, 
W'hich was once the humble article of 
commerce used in the manufacture of 
candles, soap and wagon grease. Its 
first elevation to the |>eerage of human 
food w*as to our hotels in the shape of 
“fine Orange County butter,” w'hich 
made the Jersey heifer blusii for shame. 
Next it turned up as a competitor of the 
American hog. having driven the an- 
cient and honorable cow* into the .soli- 
tude of the ruKil cheese factory, w'hen 
we had “prime .steam.” “prime kettle,” 
and “pure refined'’ lard, all made with 
“oleo,'’ But this last is the greatest 
leap of all, as it has reached the top 
round of the ladder of human delecta - 
tion as well as of exclusiveness. Thera 
is only one more “raise” po.ssible for it, 
and that is not in the human category 
of progress or euterpri.se. It may y<?t 
become so refined and elevated as to be 
used as “angels’ f(Kxl.”

Wlien they .are first married the hus- 
band is everything to the w*ife. House- 
keeping cares are small, or none at all; 
there is little .society; the days .are long 
and lonely; the wife counts iiie houi*s 
and even the minutes for her^usb.and’s 
return; and everything is ready for his 
coming, as though he w*ereallthe world 
contained, as indeed he is to her. But 
this cannot continue long. Children 
come and divide attention, care and 
love. Society interposes its claims. 
The church demands time and thought. 
There are calls to return, and meetings 
to attend, and dresses to make, and 
baby to care for; and the husband has 
to take the .second place. Now*, though 
it is never ea.sy for an idol to step off 
from his pedestal, or put another one 
alongside him.self, the husband who has 
a moderate share of common sense w*ill 
not expect the w*ife and mother to give 
the .same exclusive thought to him that 
the young bride gave. But it is no rare 
experience for the wife and mother to 
liecome so absorbed in other duties that 
her husband recedes steadily from tho^ 
first place to the third, the fourth, and 
finally goes out of sight altogether.

How to Make Wool Dresses. 

Cashmeres of a single grave color — 
gray, sage green. brow*n, or pilot blue 
— are being made up for the earliest 
autumn weather w*ith trimmings of vel- 
vet ribbon and of velvet cut from the 
piece. The round low*er skirt may be 
tucked lengthwise in half-inch tucks to 
W'ith a fourth of a yard of the foot, then 
left flowing, and the lower half of the 
flowing part is bordered with velvet an 
eighth deep. The drapery is plaited to 
the belt in foiuteen large plaits on the 
front and sides, and draw’ii away in 
curves to the side, w here it meets short 
full back drapery: a large knot of vel- 
vet and cashmere is placed in front at 
the curve. The jwinted ba.Mpie has an 
officer' .s .standing collar of velvet, and 
below* this a sipiare Marie Antoinette 
collar which extends to the tops of the 
darts, and inside this square collar is a 
shirred and plaited cashmere vest 
which extends to the waist line, and is 
strapped acro.ss there w ith velvet riblwn 
that IS afterward tied in a bow* with 
ends. To van* such a .suit the skirt 
may be in large kilt plaits with five or 
six rows of half-inch velvet ribbon neat 
the foot, and the basque m:iy have a 
plaited vest with a rever.se beside it ex- 
tending around the neck, and covered 
with rows of velvet ribbon. The sleeves 
are all high on the shoulders, bouft'ant- 
ly .set on, yet w'ithout gathers, and fin- 
ished W'ith very simple cuffs of velvet. 
Small bullet-shaped buttons of dark 
metal, or velvet, or crocheted silk, are 
used. Velvet ribbon is also .set on in 
figures, with squarely-turned corners, 
and Greek keys, or in many row's around 
plain skirts w ith only narrow* plaiting 
at the foot. Sometimes only the back 
of the skirt is plaited, W'hile the front 
and sides are plain, and trimmed across 
the foot and up etich side with folds ol 
velvet, or else rows of velvet ribbon, ot 
of braid. Ve.sts and pla.strons w'ill be 
used again; the newest vests are pointi'd 
and are very broad at the waist and be- 
low* it, but are nearly concealed at the 
top W'here the basqiie meets the throat, 
and is fastened by two or three buCton.s 
below* the collar and over the vest. Very 
large tourures formed by ample and in- 
tricate drapery are on all the new cos- 
tume.s. Ihere are also many contrasts 
of color seen, even new velvet dres.ses 
having a marron (chestnut) skirt with 
a blue over-dress. The Astrakau trim- 
mings are seen on costumes as well as 
on jackets. Very simple polonaises for 
w'ool dresses have a front like a basque, 
and the back drapery of the skirt 
hooked upon the basque just below* the 
waist line, giving the eft’ect of a prin- 
cess polanaise. Irregular bunches o! 
lengthwise plaits are placed in lower 
skirts so that they will be displayed in 
the oj)enings of the drapery. — Harper's 
Bazar.

A Rival of (Quinine*' 

German medical journals discuss 
now meilical agent lately disodvered by 
Prof. Fisher, of Munich. In the course 
of a long series of investigations con 
cerning the nature and action of quinine, 
he found that by means of a series ol 
chemical transformations a substance 
can bo obtained, in the fomi of a w'hite 
crystalline powder, from coal tar, whicb 
greatly resembles quinine in its action 
on the human organism. Fisher has 
given it the name of “kairin.” The 
chief efiect produced by it, as yet ol> 
served, is the rapid diraunition of fever 
Jieat, and its eflicieney in this respect is 
described as remarkable. It is bclievec* 
that it will render the use of ice in fever 
ca.ses unnecessary, and that its skillful 
employment will enable the physician to 
moderate the temperature of the patient 
Kairin is also reported to have leas incon- 
venience for the stomach than quinine. 
But observation docs not show' — as yet, 
at least— that it jiossesses that tonic ami 
restorative influence for which quinin« 
is so frequently administered. Perhaps, 
from a chemical and physiological point 
of view’, the most valuable thing about 
the new discovery is that it seems ta 
bring ik nearer to finding out th« 
chemical nature of quinine itself and 
the true character of its agency. Tbi 
discoveiy has been patented and a man- 
ufactory of kairin established, under 
the direction of Prof. Laubenheimer, ol 
Giessen. But, as it is said that the cost oi 
producing a kilogramme

The visit of the Lord Chief Justice ot 
England to the United States, aecom- 
jianied, as Ls probable, by some of hi.<i 
more distingiii.®hed professional breth- 
ren, promises to be an ev'ent of unusual 
interest in legal annals. This will not 
be the first occasion on which a Judge 
of his distinction has left England to 
take part in the proceetlings of a con- 
gre.ss of law'vei-s of a foreign State; but 
Lord Coleridge will be the first Lord 
Chief Justice w ho has ever braved the 
terrors of the Atlantic passage. 

Like many another great office and 
hereditarv distinction in England, that of 
Lord Chief Justice may be traced back to 
William the Conqueror, bv w’hom it was 
imported from his native iNormandy. A 
Chief Justice (whence the present title) 
superintended the administration of 
justice over the w'hole Norman Earl- 
dom; and, according to the manners of 
the age, both militaiy and civic pow'ers 
of great magnitude w ere conferred upon 
him. William’s plan, after he had a.s- 
sumed the sovereign pow er, was to have 
a grand central tribunal in England for 
the whole realm, but in which all cau.ses 
of importance should originate and be 
finally decided. This tribunal wa.s aftcr- 
w’ard called Curia Regis, and some 
times Aula Regis, because it assembled 
in the hall of the King’s palace. The 
great officers of State — that is to say, the 
Constable, theMareschal, the Seneschal, 
the Chamberlain, and the Treasurer — 
W'ere the Judges, and over them pre- 
sided the Chief Justician. When the 
King was beyond seas he governed his 
Kingdom like a Viceroy. In rank h6 
had precedence over all the nobility, 
and his pow'er w'as greater than that of 
all other magi.strates. For tw'o centuries 
the Aula Regis was preserved. Edw'ard 
I., sometimes called the English Justi- 
nian, abolished it, and not onlv system- 
atizod and reformed the public princi- 
ples of English jurisprudence, but 
finally framed the courts for the admin- 
istration of justice as they subsisted in 
England for more than six centuries — 
till, in fact, the formation of a modern 
Supreme Court of .Judicature within the 
last five years. Edward constituted the 
‘Court of our Lord the King before the 
King himself,” or “Court of King’s 
Dench.” Here the King was supiKised 
personally to preside, assisted by the 
First Common-Law' Judge, who took 
the title and dignity of Lord Chief-Jus- 
tice. And so it happened that when 
Queen Victoria opened in December, 
1882, the present royal courts of justice 
in London, she revived that ancient tr:i- 
dition in her own pei'son. When all 
had been done as appointed, the courts 
opened, and the greater ceremony of 
tlio day completed, the Attorney-Gener- 
al, advancing from the ranks of the 
Queen’s counsel below' the dais, came to 
the steps of the Queen’s chair and said: 
“May it please vour Majesty, on behalf 
of the bar of England, I come to pray 
that your Majc.sty w ill be pleased to di- 
rect that the proceedings of this day 
shall be entered on the records of the 
Supreme Court.” The Lord Chancellor, 
on behalf of the Queen, to this request 
made answer: “Her Majesty has been 

pleased to direct that this shall be done 
as prayed.” And after this fashion 
Queen Victoria revived the common 
practice of her ancestors of the House 
of Plantagenet of the thirteenth cen- 
tury. She presided in her own court, in 
the midst of the Judges, with the chief 
representatives of the bar before her, 
though counsel learned in the law’ were 
hardly in vogue, it need scarcely be 
said, in the earlier d.ays of the “Court 
of our Lord the King” holden before 
himself. — London Cor. Boston Herald.

depends upon circumstances, whicb 
vary considerably. For our own part.’ 
we prefer to get all we can from the 
soil, believing that the earth is generous 
and sufficiently fruitful to give us freely 
all we can take. Moreover, having ha*l 
experience w'ith grass lands w'hich 
have had a thick aftermath lelt U|>oa 
them, and realized the difficnlt\>of cut- 
ting the hav the next season, we would 
even take extra pains to have the after- 
math as closely eaten or mowed oft a* 
possible late iu the season. We hav(? 
found, too, that the dense dead gras.-i 
provides harbors for mice, w’hich burrow 
in the sod and make havoc with the 
roots. It also protects the sod 
from frosts and thus permits the white 
grubs and other insect larvae to feed 
upon the roots, sc much as to frequent- 
ly cut oft’ acres of sod loose from 
the soil and leave it free as a car- 
pet upon it. These injuries are so 
severe and so frequent upon meadows 
covered with dead aftermath that we 
should view w ith great apprehension the 
probable condition of the sod in the 
spring. But we have said that it de- 
pends upon circumstances w'hether the 
aftermath should be eaten or mown or 
not. Certainly, it depends upon the 
character of the soil. If the grass is a 
new seeding and the roots have not 
taken a firm hold upon the soil, the 
aftermath had better be left as a protec- 
tion to them. K the soil is one that 
readilv heaves the .sod bv tearing the 
roots, the same course should be taken. 
If the meadow is thriftv and the sml 
firmly established, w e w’ould take oft' all 
the grass up to the latest period of the 
fall, but we w ould repay our draft upoa 
it by giving back to it early in winter a’ 
liberal top-dressing of manure, or just 
now' a dressing of plaster or tine 
manure, which w’ould .strengthen the 
roots and thicken the soil and make thia 
m equivalent protection by its dense- 
ness. as the aftermath could be In' ita 
length. One other point should be no- 
ticed, which is that if the grass is pas- 
tured it is indispensable that the drop- 
pings either of horses or cows should be 
broken up and evenly spread before the 
winter to avoid their w’asteful and un- 
sightly effects upon the field the fbllow- 
iug year. When sheep are pasturett 
this is not nceessaiy, and where there L* 
a choice of stock to be used sheep wilt 
be found by far the best for the pur- 
|>ose. In fact, a farmer might do well 
to give aw'uy the aftermath of a meadow 
to any neighbor w'ho would pasture it 
closely with a flock of sheep, for the sake 
of the even clearing of it oft and the re- 
turn of fine manure the flock would 
make to the soil. — N. Y. Times. 



Cruelty to Horses* 

I have seen men working horse* 
whose shoulders were greatly sw'ollen 
and as raw' as apiece of fresh beef. This 
is not only cruel, but altogether inex- 
cusable, for it can be prevented, lb 
mast often occurs in the spring when, 
the horses are put to hard work and the 
comparative rest of winter has made 
their shoulders tender. The first point 
to be gained is a good collar. In pur- 
chasing one select one of the same de- 
gree of hardness on both sides. If it 
galls the shoulder mark the spot that 
does the mischief. Then remove the 
collar and cut a narrow' slit lengthw'ise 
where the hames tit, and opi>osite your 
mark. Through this slit pull out .some 
of the stuffing and pound the face of the 
collar opposite to this. Another good 
way to protect a galled spot is to place 
a pad above and below it. The best pad 
is made by stulfing an old coat or shirt 
sleeve with timothy hay. Arrange it .so 
th:it you can w rap the pad around tho 
collar, and do not have much hay where 
the hames come across it. The hame* 
W'ill hold the pad to its place. Such a 
pad is soft and elastic; when the draft ia 
slackened it will spring the collar for- 
ward and rest and cool the affecteit 
parts. The best way to prevent galled? 
shoulders is to w'ash them each evening 
when you first commence to work tho 
horses in the spring. After the harnesa 
is removed wash the shoulders clean 
with cold water and then bathe them 
for some time with strong brine. I 
have not had a single sore shoulder since 
I adopted the plan of bathing the shoul- 
ders w ith salt-brine. It cools them oft', 
allays inflammation and toughens them. 
I keep an old can and a rag tied on the 
end of a stick in the stable. It is but & 
moment's w ork to stir up some brine 
in the can and put it on the shoulders 
W'ith the rag and stick. It is not only a. 
good preventive for sore shoulders, but 
the best remedv for them that 1 know 
of. If the flesh is exposed it is rather 
severe treatment to apply it, but far 
more merciful than to allow the shoul- 
ders to remain sore. If the collar ia 
padded so as to prevent it pressing upon 
the raw' parts they can be healeif up in 
a few days, though the animal is kepb 
at work. — Fann Journal.
